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RISH DAY AT THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Letter From the G. 0. M. to the Hon. E. 
Blake Read at the Gathering. 


A few days ago what was known 
as “Irish Day” was celebrated at 
Chicago. There was a large gather- 
ing, and the exercises throughout 
were marked with the greatest en- 


thustasm. A large number of emi- 
nent speakers addressed the fasem)- 
lage, «among them being the Hon. 
i. Blake. On coming forward to ad- 
drexs the gathering, he received 2 
flattering endorsement of his pat- 
riotie course in Jeaving iis Canadian 
home to fight for Ireland in the Bri- 
tish parliament. Mr. Blake said: 
“4 few weeks ago, after seven years 
of struggle on new lines and a de- 
bate in parliament more severe spd 
prolonged than any which have pre- 
ceded it you have seen the people's 
house, of parliament pass a means of 
home rule by a sufficient majortiy 
We may expect to see it a law at 
no distant day.” In conclusioa Mr. 
Binke: rend a most important ietter 
which Mr. Gladstone wrote to him 
on the eve of his departure for \mer- 


ica. The letter was read for the 
first time ia public. and created 
great enthusiasm. It is as fdliows: 


Downing Street, 
White Hall, Sept. 2, 1595. 

Dear Mr. Blake,—I learn with great 
pleasure that there is to be an Irish 
day during the World's Fair at Chie- 
ago; noram T less satisfied to know 
that you have undertaken to attend 
the gathering on behalf of the Irish 
peopie and of their representatives 
There could not be a more interest- 
ing nor (except the day of final vic;
